lic, there would be no bases in the 
big cities from which crooks could 
operate.

Hope 
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Price-Fixing on 
Meat Is Seen 
by Mid-April 


Washington, March 27 — (rt>i — 


Fixing of dollars and cents ceiling 
prices on steak and pork chops by 
mid-April is the target at which 
government price exports 
aimed 


today. 


Frankly acknowledging the meat 


price and supply situation is their 
No. 1 problem, office of price stab- 
ilization (OPS) experts are work- 
ing feverishly on a solution. 


Both Economic Stabilizer 
Eric 


Johnston and Price Director Mich- 
ael V. DiSalle have said the ceil- 
ings will be ordered us soon 
as 


possible. But they haven't given 
any indication as to the probable 
date. 


One OPS meat, expert said, how- 


ever, he didn't think he was being 
too optimistic in making the mid- 
April forecast. 


The official, who asked not 
to 


be quoted by name, told a report- 
er "Mid-April 
would 
be a god 


guess. We're working as fast 
as 


we can and the various parts of 
the meat puzzle arc beginning to 
fall into place." 


Previously OPS authorities had 


indicated regulations covering live 
hogs and dressed pork would come 
first, to be followed by ceilings on 
dressed beef and live cattle. 


The aim now is to get the en- 


tire meat situation settled at one 
time or at least with the regula- 
tions on 
beet 
following 
closely 


those on pork. 


OPS officials arranged to con- 


fer with livestock representatives 
today. 


The 
livestock 
men 
generally 


have been vigorously opposed 
to 


ceilings on live animals, especial- 
ly cattle. 
They 
have 
predicted 


such ceilings would bring 
short- 


ages and 
black 
markets. 
They 


have insisted in talks with DiSalle 
that such ceilings be made 
high 


enough to be "workable." 


Along, this line, 
Johnston 
has 


cautioned the public not to expect 
all meat prices to be rolled back 
^o-prciKoreari levels. If they were, 
he said, a lot of meat would cer- 
tainly go into the black market. 


Several meetings 
with 
various 


segments of the meat industry al- 
ready have been held. Others will 
come this week and next. By that 
time OPS experts hope their fig- 
ures on 
meat prices 
will have 


jelled and they can complete the 
10 or 12 orders that will be neces- 
sary to cover the field.

Roy Jones, 58, 
Succumbs to 
Heart Attack 


Hoy Jones, 58, founder and oper- 


ator ot Hope's City Bakery until 
his retirement two years ago, died 
of a heart attack at his home on 
North Elm street shortly after 4, 
Monday afternoon. He was working 
in his yard when stricken. 


He was a veteran of world War 1, 


a 32nd degree Mason, a Shrincr, 
and a member of the First Metho- 
dist church of Hope. 


Born at Magnet Cove, Mr. Jones 


worked for a time with the Little 
Hick traction company, then came 
to Hope, purchased a small bakery 
and founded the City Bakery, which 
he sold two years ago to the Meyer 
's family. 


Mr. Jones is survived by his wid- 


ow Mrs. Grace Jones, four brothers 
Clarence and Paul, of Garden City, 
Mich., Sam of Hot Springs: Joe, 
of Hope: and two 
sisters, Mrs. 


Ethel Haltom and Mrs. Clara Hug- 
hen, both of Malvern.

ment of public morals, Fulbright 
included 
the 
athletics 
minded 


colleges and universities, blaming 
the "cynical, immoral doctrine that 
one must win at all costs" 
for 


scandals such as bribing of basket- 
ball players. 


Fulbright said investigation after 


investigation has shown up 
evil 


that is "beyond the reach of the 
law." Now. it is time 
to 
seek 


remedies. 


He protested that "among 
so 


many influential people, morality 
has become identical with legal! 
ty" and called it "a tragic plight' 
if that is to be 
the 
measure of 


integrity. 


Jt is a condition, ho said, which 


he found widespread in an invest 
igation of political favoritism 
in 


big government loans by the RFC
